The plants are very heavy and produce tall straight 
spikes with long flower heads of 20 or more buds. Opens 
7-8 and more plain petaled white florets of heavy sub- 
stance which are perfectly attached to stem. 


The picture of VIRGIN, which incidentally, was taken 
by Noweta Gardens, who had a few bulbs, shows the fine 
form of the florets. 

It is a good propagator, even large bulbs produce good 
quantities of good sized bulblets which grow easily. 


J. R. Hopkins had a few bulbs and calls it a grand 
white. Both Mr. Hopkins and Mr. Fischer urged its 
introduction. 


Maid of Orleans and Snow Princess are considered 
leading commercial whites. VIRGIN is definitely superior 
in every way, the way it grows for us and I believe it will 
become a leading white commercial and show flower. 
Midseason bloomer. 

Considering the heavy, propagating qualities of 
VIRGIN, it’s introductory price is very low. You will 
grow VIRGIN eventually.

Seedling No. 3712—C—(Picardy X Aflame) X Pfitzer’s Triumph 








I’m sorry I could not get sheet film to photograph the row of TROCADERO while 
in bloom. The plants are uniformly tall, 5 ft. from large bulbs, under field conditions. 
Have long flower heads of 18 to 20 buds opening 5-6, 52 inch wide open, plain petaled, 
well attached florets of heavy substance. 


Besides TROCADERO making fine plants, it also has a beautiful color which I find 
hard to name but carrot salmon orange gives some idea. It is a self color with no 
make it a good commercial and show flower.

Hi Hat (Lins 1945) 


This is one of the best late blooming commercial glads. It builds regularly 5 ft. 
straight spikes with long flower heads of 20 to 22 buds. Most of these buds show color 
even before they are open. Opens 6 to eight 5 to 5% inch bright orange pink florets, 
with the rest of the buds in color. Florets are of fine form and are well attached. 
Is a good propagator and the bbts. grow easily. A dozen bunch of HI HAT with all 
its bud color is my idea of a fine bunch of cutflowers. 

Cutflower growers in sections with fairly long growing season who can furnish 
normal moisture and growing conditions during droughts, will find ue HAT a 
money maker. ‘

Navaho (Lins 1944) 


A grand rich red of beautiful form. Builds an ideal tall spike with long correctly 
proportioned flower head. Opens around 5 or 6, five to 544 inch pure red unmarked 
florets, with the rest of the buds in color. Is a good propagator. Blooms early mid- 
season. 

Mercury, Stoplight, Kenwood, Navaho are each distinctly different reds. You 
should grow all of them. Navaho is an aristocratic _red and should be in every 
collection. Not many glads show as much bud color as Hi Hat and Navaho. 

If you did not try Navaho you missed a treat.

Black Panther (Lins 1948) 


This was one of the highlights of the 1945 season. We had only small stock to 
plant but it produced thrilling spikes with large black red florets. Large bulbs produce 
massive spikes with 5 to 7 five to six inch wide open florets on long flower heads. 

BLACK PANTHER is a sensational BLACK RED glad and should be in every good 
collection. Peeled bulblets grown 2” apart in the row will produce No. 1 bulbs with 
loads of bulblets, if watered when needed. It will be the parent of some fine glads of 
the future. If you do any hybridizing don’t fail to use BLACK PANTHER, there is no 
Picardy blood in it. Its parents are two Pfitzer varieties. Some growers claim this has 
the cleanest color of the large dark varieties.

The lower florets of the 
spike in picture were 6 inches. The plants are tall with long flower heads correctly 
porportioned. Opens around 6 large florets. A Picardy X Koehl seedling and shows 
its Picardy ancestry. Is good propagator and early midseason bloomer. Beltrami 
was CHAMPION, all varieties, of advanced amateur class, Minn. 1945. A grower of 
many years experience, wrote: “The more I look at BELTRAMI the more I admire it 
and the more entrancing it becomes.”

Dream Castle (Lins 1948) 


Ruffled warm coral pink blending to lighter throat. Spikes are always straight 
with precise perfect placement and attachment. Substance is heavy. Is a good 
propagator and midseason bloomer. 


At the regional NEGS Show Minn. 1942, it was rated 90 plus by 5 experienced 
judges and awarded the AMERICAN HOME ACHIEVEMENT MEDAL, FIRST CLASS 
CERTIFICATE and the CHAMPION SEEDLING AWARD. 


From L. L. Clarke, Mt. Sterling, Ill., May 18, 1945: “I was lucky to get a few 
nice bulbs of Dream Castle. A cracker jack of a glad, if I know glads.” Aug. 2, 1945,

Halloween (Lins 1948) 


Brilliant clean unflecked orange blending into a red Picardy throat, which makes 
the flower seem orange red. Florets are somewhat ruffled and of good substance. 
Med. tall plants with flower heads of around 16 buds opening around 5-6, five inch 
and larger florets. Can be grown to large size. Its parents are (Pic X Pfitzer’s Tr) 
X Miss New Zealand. Is an early bloomer and good propagator. Excellent for early 
cutflowers. : 

The Mission Gardens, Techny, Il., write: ‘We like Halloween because of its 
earliness, since there are so few good early glads in the darker colors”. A grower from 
Texas states it grows 57 inches high there.

Absolutely pure red. Builds tall strong plants with large wide open plain petaled 
florets, of good substance and attachment. Opens 5 to 6 - 5% inch florets, have had 
up to 7”, in the field. Makes nice spikes from even small bulbs. Opens well when cut 
in tight bud. Is.a good propagator and the bulblets grow easily. This is a bright 
and pure florist red and commercial growers should try this under their conditions.

Produces strong 50 to 55 inch plants with 5 to 5% beautiful 
ruffled and wavy florets of good substance. Florets are well attached. Is healthy 
grower and makes sound bulbs, is a good propagator and the bbts. grow easily. Is early 
midseason bloomer and one of my best cutflowers. 'This is making more friends right 
along.

Was GRAND CHAMPION SPIKE at 
National Glad Show, Minnesota. GRAND CHAMPION spike, Connecticut 1944. Also 
best in its division at Boston 1944.

Minnewashta (Lins) 


In sections where late varieties will bloom before frost, this should fill the bill for a 
good strong growing orange. Is one of my late good cutflowers. Is a very healthy variety 
and makes sound bulbs and large bulblets. The Michigan State College, Dept. of 
Botany declared it FUSARIUM RESISTANT. Makes tall strong plants with large 
light orange wide open florets of heavy substance.

Rio Rita (Lins)

Can build massive spikes, easily opening eight 5 to 5% inch wide open orange 
florets of good substance. 

When cut in bud will open large florets to the last tip bud. Have had cut spikes 
of this last 10 days in the house. 

Due to late season it did not bloom in time for most shows in 1945. 

Blooms in around 95 days. Is a slow opener, so allow a few days for cut spikes to 
reach their prime. 

Has an enviable record of awards to its credit. AWARDS OF MERIT from the 
Maryland Trial Ground, Legion Trial Grounds, Butler Trophy, Best Recent Introduc- 
tion Awards, Champion and Firsts.

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Gladiolus Culture 


Gladiolus bulbs must be stored so air can circulate among them. ‘Therefore when 
your shipment of bulbs arrives, open the bags to allow air to get to them and if not 
ready to plant store in cool basement. 


Salect a planting plot as far from trees and buildings as possible. Trees draw 
moisture and buildings reflect heat. 


Prepare your glad bed well. Spade deep and add plenty of decayed cow manure if 
‘ you can get it, otherwise use a complete artificial fertilizer such as Vigoro. Dig a 
trench 7 inches deep and apply a heavy dusting of Vigoro or similar fertilizer in the 
bottom of the trench. Now cover this with two inches of soil, upon which plant your 
bulbs. ‘This will bring the bulbs 5” below the level. If you want to grow show spikes 
space the bulbs 7 to 10 inches; however, you can plant closer if you must, but glads need 
root room to develop good spikes. 


You cannot expect to grow first class spikes without sufficient water. It usually 
rains enough during the first part of the growing season but glads usually need extra 
water during August. A mere sprinkling is harmful ,as it draws the roots to the hot 
surface. Soak them down deep once a week. Keep the ground moist way down 
until the flower is cut. 


Glads are primarily cutflowers. Cut when first bloom opens and develop indoors. 
‘You can enjoy the spike a long time because a good variety will open every bud to the 
tip, in water. Leave four leaves in the plant to develop the bulb for next year. 

Thrip is the main insect pest. Thrip is a tiny insect, a mere speck which sucks 
the life juice from the tender flower spike before it emerges from the plant. The result . 
is a poor spike, or one whose buds fail to open properly, or with mottled injured bloom. 


Fortunately in cold climates thrip do not overwinter outdoors. If thrip are present 
at digging time, there is danger of carrying them into storage with the bulbs and if 
the storage is somewhat warm thrip will overwinter on the bulbs. Therefore if you 
have bulbs on hand or just bought them, disinfect every bulb before planting. We soak 
every bulb we plant in a solution made by dissolving 1 oz. Bichloride of Mercury in 
7 gallons of water, soaking them 18 hours, keeping temperature of solution 60 or over, 
This dip kills thrip and their eggs, also certain bacteria. 


Since all people do not kill thrip on their bulbs before planting, you may still get 
thrip from other gardens. 'To be on the safe side, start spraying the plants when 4-6 
inches high and every week thereafter up to blooming time. If rain washes off the 
spray you must repeat. 


A standard formula for spray is: Dissolve 1 oz. tartar emetic and % lb. brown 
sugar in 3 gallons water. Cover entire plant with fine spray, not enough to run off. 
All this sounds complicated but is easier than it sounds. OCTOBER is the usual bulb 
digging month. Cut the tops off close to the bulb. Dry in shallow boxes or screen 
bottom trays until dry enough to remove old bulb and roots. Then store in screen 
bottom trays or shallow boxes in coolest place you have but they must not freeze. 
Temperatures of 34 to 40 over winter are ideal, this temperature will discourage thrip in 
storage. If temperatures in storage are warm, sprinkle 1 oz. Napthalene flakes per 
100 bulbs in the trays or boxes but DO NOT LEAVE AMONG THE BULBS LONGER 
THAN JAN. 1, as around that time root nodules start forming and napthalene is 
injurious to these root nodules. 


Bichloride of Mercury is Poison, use wood or crock container for dip. Tartar 
Emetic is also poison.
